It is 
written for readers not necessarily connoisseurs, and is there- 
fore less technical, though the tone of nice criticism which 
always marks, to a greater or less extent, Mr. Hamerton’s 
writings, is no less prominent. Describing in his preface the 
extent and limitations of the graphic arts, the author tells 
us that the lesson brought home to him by the studies that 
led to the preparation of this book was that we ought not to 
despise any form of art which has been practised by great 
men ; if the art was good enough for them it is probably 
good enough for us. This is certainly sound doctrine, and 
though not a new one, the writer puts it with less limitation 
than is usual.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
From Appletons’ Literary Bulletin. 


A coop deal of discontent has been expressed 
by writers in the journals at the terms of the 
proposed International Copyright Treaty. It 
is declared to be a publishers’ treaty instead of 
an authors’ treaty ; and it is argued that the only 
rightful course for our Government to pursue is 
simply to grant to every foreign author a right 
in his productions similar to that which home 
Writers enjoy, This certainly would be a very 
broad and simple thing to do; but to do this 
would be to act without regard to all the special 
“ircumstances, and with heedless indifference 
‘oconsequences that would follow. ‘Let justice 
be done though the heavens fall” is a fine senti- 
but if substantial justice can be done 
t bringing down a calamity of this nature 
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upon us, why may we not take counsel of wis- 
dom and act accordingly ? 

The proposed treaty extends to British writers 
the privilege of copyright, but exacts in exchange 
one condition, which is, that their books shall 
be published in this country by an American 
publishing house. By complying with this 
simple requirement they are placed on a level 
with native authors. It strictly can not be 
called a restriction upon them, and it is not in- 
tended to be such; it is designed wholly as a 
restriction upon the foreign publisher, which 
those who have carefully studied the subject 
consider indispensable. To give to British 
authors the privilege of copyright, with no con- 
ditions, would soon result in having half our 
books manufactured in England. Editions of 
all authors popular in the United States would 
be printed on the other side, exported to our 
shores, and our markets thus supplied. In a 
few instances this has been done even now; 
with an unrestricted international copyright law 
it would become general, to the injury of Ameri- 
can publishers, paper-makers, printers, and 
binders. There would be no advantage to the 
British author in this, for he would obtain no 
larger share of the profits than under the plan 
proposed. Norwould there be an advantage to 
American authors, who hope for so much under 
an international law; for the country would be 
flooded with cheap issues of English books, 
just as now, only they would be made on the 
Thames instead of here. The American pub- 
lisher is disposed to render justice to foreign 
authors ; and he is anxious too see a strong 
native literature grow up; he is willing to-see 
all writers in every land placed on a level with 
American authors in the matter of copyright, 
and this he does voluntarily in a great many 
instances ; but he is not willing to see American 
book-manufacturing supplanted, which would 
be the case with an international law without 
restrictions.

The chief sufferers by the reprint trade are 
not British publishers, for whom I have no 
great sympathy, nor even British authors, whom 
I should like dearly to see righted. The Ameri- 
can author suffers more than either. While 
other forms of industry are protected in this 
country by an almost prohibitory tariff, it marks 
the lowness and materialistic character of our 
civilization that the highest kind of production 
is discouraged by being subjected to direct 
competition with stolen wares. The wonder is 
that we have any literature. A reader must pay 
a dollar and a half for a novel by an American, 
while he can buy “ Middlemarch” or *‘ Daniel 
Deronda”—incomparable offsprings of genius— 
for twenty cents. 

“ But the public gets the benefit,” says some 
hasty philosopher. Public-spirited people are 
always willing to have the public benefited at 
the expense of others. But does the public get 
benefit from this literary loot? For what is the 
office of literature? To refine our daily life— 
to show us the ideal aspects of the world in 
which we live. Foreign literature, drawing its 
materials from foreign life, cannot do the work 
of American leiters. It is important that we 
see our own life idealized and analyzed in liter- 
ature. Our aspiring people seek in Europe 
relief from the rawness of our new country, and 
feelvhen they land in England that they are 
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walking in a country whose highways or hedge- 
rows are consecrated in worksof genius. We 
ought by this time to havea literature ennobling 
our thoughts of home and field and shop; and, 
indeed, if we had had an honest and equitable 
copyright law, we might have had more than 
reaping and sewing machines with which to 
mark the advance of our civilization. . .. 
Notwithstandiag the success we have made in 
some lighter forms, our literature cannot, in the 
more thoughful departments, hold up its head 
alongside the current literature of England, 
France, or Germany ; and our life is by conse- 
quence yet somewhat more crude and material 
in its aims and methods than that of older 
nations, This is apparent in the way in which 
we regard literature and art, either as useless 
luxuries, or as vehicles containing morals or 
Sugar-coating information. Since I began to 
write this little paper I have received a letter 
asking me to contribute to a live-stock paper a 
serial story that shall, ‘‘in an attractive form, 
treat of the bréeding of meat on the plains,” 
the slaughtering, cutting, and family marketing, 
with a lot of other kitchen ideas. This is the 
way literature looks to some people. I once 
heard an English woman say, with malice in 
her tone, that America was a great country for 
machines

OBITUARY. 
WILLIAM ¥. WIDDLETON. 


It is with deep regret that we are called upon 
to record the fact that on Tuesday, May 2, died 
at his residence in this city, William ]. Widdle- 
ton. The announcement will awaken many 
memories in the minds of those who have had 
any connection with the book trade in this city 
during the last quarter of a century. Genial, 
courteous, companionable, and kind, his rela- 
tions with every member of the trade with whom 
he came in contact,from principals to office boys, 
were so pleasant as to make him a universal 
favorite. His business record stands bright 
and unstained, and amid all the annoyances and 
perplexities of along and active business life, 
his word has ever been as unchallenged as his 
personal popularity has been unwavering. Our 
as yet imperfect information shows that Mr. 
Widdleton was born in or near Boston nearly 
fifty years ago, and that about 1850 he came to 
this city, where for a number of years he was 
employed in the house of J. S. Redfield, whose 
lamp and circle were so familiar a trade-mark 
to the bookbuyers and booksellers of thirty 
years ago. In 1860 Mr. Widdleton succeeded 
to the business of J. S. Redfield, and in June, 
1861, removed from the old stand in Beekman 
St. to 17 Mercer St., where he continued for 
several years, removing in 1868 to 27 Howard 
St. In 1879 he disposed of the bulk of his pub- 
lications to the then new house of A. C. Arm- 
strong & Son, retaining only Poe’s works and a 
few other standards. Since that time he has 
maintained his connection with the trade 
through this abriged line of publications, having 
his office in the Armstrong house. Until the 
failure of A. Roman & Co., the San Francisco 
publishers, he was the New York agent of that 
house, and one of the successful ventures of his 
business career was the issue of the complete 
works of the Southern novelist, William Gilmore 
Simms, with the Darley illustrations, which, con- 
trary to general expectation, proved a decided 
success. Quiet but substantial both in his 
business and his life, his record as a represen- 
tative of the trade, both as associate and business 
man, is honorable and upright, and his death at 
a comparatively early age will take from the 
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circles of the New York book trade o 
most valuable, conscientious, and we| 
members. Mr. Widdleton leaves a wife , 4 
three daughters.
